REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-5 are 
allowed over the prior art of record. Current invention claims an electrical switch having a 
button plate having three pairs of side pieces and a flexible membrane having three pairs of 
straight trapezoidal profile tabs. Each pair of side pieces inserted into a space formed between 
the pair of tabs for the switch to actuate six contact positions by the single switch. Such claimed 
structures, in combination with claimed limitations of claim 1, are neither disclosed nor 
suggested by the prior art.
